However neither they nor any 
other prior art of record show: a method for measuring variation in scalefactor from a 
predetermined value of a vibrating structure gyroscope structured as set forth in claim 1 
where a scale factor equal to the quantity set forth in claim 1 is used in combination with 
other steps as set forth therein, or, an apparatus for measuring variation in scalefactor 
from a predetermined value of a vibrating structure gyroscope structured as set forth in 
claim 12 where an angular displacement control feeds control signals at a known rate 
as set forth in combination with a set of elements like that set forth therein. 
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8. Therefore claims 1, 7, 12 and 14 have been allowed.
